Bnilt upon a sloping ridge of por- 
phyry, it overlooks the country to 
the south anil south-east. The ridge 
on which the place stands is seamed 
by several small 
gulches 
down 


•which flow living streams of noun- 
tain water. Tha main street, which 
is about 100 feet wids, has 5 natural 
pavement, and runs north nnd south 
along the centre of the ridge, is al- 
ways kept cleai and clear by a man 
employed by the citizens for that 
purpose. Thin street is built np quite 
solidly on either side, the buildings 
being of stoue, briok and timber and 
of such imbstautm) ehar.ictor aa to do 
great credit to so young a town. Back 
from the business street near the 
water courses are the residences, 
many of which are neat, home-like 
cottages; there are also few dwellings 
on the north part of the 
ridge 


where oottoowood trees fringe the 
streams

is destined to become a very pretty 
town. Its inhabitants are said to be 
made up about equally of miners and 
others from Nevada, and of Gentile, 
Utah, people, and al| have a pride of 
their town as a solidly established 
camp, with no room for tramps or 
idle men.

A N E W DEPARTURE. 


The expressions of satisfaction over 


Jndge Greshatn's instructions to an 
Indianapolis grand jury the other 
day, and the warm commendations 
betnwed on the Judge, may appear 
ont of all proportions to the oircum- 
itanoes calling them ont. But to 
hose familiar with the prevalent dis- 
position of not a few officials to shut 
heir eyes to the abuse of position by 
heir superiors, least by protesting 
hoy damage their own prospects, 
he independence shown by Gresham 
will be hailed as a sign of health, 
>odiog good to the body politic. It 
u especially gratifying coming from 
a source so intimat-ily related to our 
machinery for the administration of 
equal and exact justice to all men, 
rrespei'tive of souial 
or political 


itandiug. Tuo matter may be briefly 
summarized as follows: The grand 
ury was investigating a charge of 
embezzlement of the funds of an 
[ndianapolis national bank with a 
view to the indictment of the alleged 
criminal if the evidence seemed to 
warrant such a finding. The jury 
was informed by tho DisUict Attor- 
ney that the President of the United 
States bad instructed him to have all 
proceeding looking to the precaution 
of the offender quashed. The jury 
through its foreman asked instruc- 
tions of Judge Gresham of the U. S. 
Court, lie was instructed that the 
President could interfere, even in ad- 
vance of flnding an iadiotmeut, by 
an exercise of the pardoning power; 
but that he had no more power than 
the Czar of Russia to control the 
aotiou of the jury in any other way, 
and that if members believed it was 
an attempt to stifle investigation by 
an unavoidable exercise of influence, 
it should only act as an additional in- 
centive to a fearless discharge of the 
duty devolving on thorn, The Judge 
took occasion to say, however, that he 
did not believe there was any pur- 
pose on the part of the President to 
nso the high position to shield crimi- 
nals and help them evade the penalty 
of violated laws. The matter has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention in 
legal circles, more perhaps because 
the fearlessness of the Jnudge was in 
snch marked contrast to the course 
which had likely been pursued under 
similar circumstances by the average 
flunky official.
